“ADDS TO SLAUGHTER 


Neither Side Scores ES so Far in 
Liao Yang ‘Battle. | 


Russians Retain in General Positions Originally Held, 
While Japanese Fail to. Take Enemy’s Intrench- 
ments and Lose Some Batteries—Both Sides Realize 
Importance of Victory and Fight Accordingly. 


{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—F-M.] 


KIO, Sept. 1, 11 a.m.—[By Asiatic Cable.} The battle of 
Liao Yang is progressing without appreciable result. Offi- 
. cial Japanese dispatches sent late yesterday say that 
neither contestant has realized any special results. 
| SECOND DAY’S BATTLE. 
(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 

LIAO YANG, Aug. 31.—The second day’s battle commenced 
atdawn. The Russians made repeated bayonet advances on the 
road directly south of Liao Yang, where the Japanese approached 
from San Quaiship and Tao, shelling the positions,in the Russian 
lines until 4 o’clock in the afternoon, when the engagement, which 
was general throughout the south and southeast, narrowed to the 
main line. The Japanese advance on the southeast was by way 
of the Feng Wang Cheng road. 

Immediately.in front of Chiao’ Entuan, the Japanese stub- 
bornly attempted to occupy a round topped hill which was liter- 
ally shaved by the Russian shells, the Japanese making repeated 
attempts the entire day, where apparently it was impossible for 
anything tolive. The cannonading continued from this point to 
the vicinity of Wangpao Tai until this evening, without apparent 
advantage to either side. The Japanese dropped shells within 
two or three miles of the railroad station and-in the plain of Went. 
shue Mountain, which is the most important. eminence around 
Liao Yang, but abandoned aggression there on account of the 
resistance they mét.

Bhe was a close friend of Dick- 
ers, Disraeli, Salisbury, Gladstone and 
others of note in England and on the 
continent. 

At an ear:y age she was made hon- 
orary member of the London Library, 
the foremost literary organization of 
her time. Her name was proposed by 
Dickens himself. In early life she heid 
an important government position un- 
der the Crown of India. Some years 
ago, while in Utah, she was leader of 
the woman suffrage ranks, and did 
much for her sisters in that State, 
as well as all over the country. 

Mrs. Ernst came from England to 
Uiah, she having become a proselyte 
to the Mormon faith. When she reached 
that State and learned that polygamy 
was ptacticed and other things done 
ef which she had been kept in ignor- 
ance, she withdrew her allegiance.

C. Hedges as secretary of 
the Fidelity Funding Company, have 
been sold, and that over $450,000 has 
been taken in by managers of the 
enterprise. 

Pierce was formerly Superior judge 
in San Diego, and is now attorney here.

The Fidelity Funding contracts are 
of such character that as the com- 
pany’s liabilities increase its assets de- 
crease, thus rendering it insolvent, and 
the terms of the contracts show that it 
is impossible for the company to carry 
out its agreements.

This attack was delivered from the 
west, but,.Gen. Kouropatkin had evi- 
dently anticipated just ‘avhat hap- 
pened, for ‘he not only met and re- 
pulsed it, but actually was able to en- 
velop the Japanese. Last night both 
armies bivouacked in their positions. 

No attempt was made by Lieut.-Gen 
Sakharoff in his report to estimate the 
Japanese losses, except to say that 
they were extremely heavy and the 
Russian losses were only ap/roxi- 
mately three thousand. No Russian 
general officer fell. | 

Gen. Kouropatkin's forces occupied 
positions forming a semicircle about 
Liao Yang..the flanks resting on the 
Taitse River, east and west of the 
city. 

IN TWO PERIONS. 

The battle divided itself into two 
periods. After a preliminary bom- 
bardment of the Russian lines on the 
right and center, the Japanese infan- 
try 
the Russian center. Although repeat- 
edly checked, thew on with 
bulldog tenacity, hurling themselves 
against the Russian positions with the 
bayonet. There were many bloody 
hand-to-hand encounters. By noon, 
the Japanese had actually succeeded 
in occupying a portion of the Russian 
trenches> Then Gen. Kouropatkin 
sent forward the reserves, for the pur- 
pose of delaying counter attacks. 

The attack on tbe center having 
failed, the second half of the fight 
gan at 4 o'clock in the afternoon, 
when the Japanese tried to turn and 
roll up the Russfan right. Here also 
they failed, but only after a desperate 
struggle which was continued until 9 
o'clock atnight. Reserves dispatched 
in time by Gen. Kouropatkin at last 
succeeded not only in checking the 


Japanese, but in enveloping and driv- 


ing them back in confusion. 
During the progress of the battle, 
Gen, Kouropatkin encouraged bis men 
on the fighting line by sending out 
the news of the attack on Port Arthur, 
August 26. 
The Japanese movement on the west 


began Monday from Chandiapudzi, 
tpree miles southeast -of Shakhe, 
which is elaven miles northwest of 


Liao Yang. One of the striking fea- 
tures of the battle was the splendid 
work of the Russian artillery, ~ in 
which arm the Japanese have herecto- 
fore excelled. In a disqatch filed last 
night by one of the Associated Press 
Russian correspondents, he says that 
a report was current in Liao Yang 
that forty-six Japanese guns were cap- 
tured during the day. 

There is great rejoicing in St. Pe- 
tersburg ‘over the news on the bulle- 
tin boards. The dispatches— posted 
there are snroumied by eager crowds. 
The officials of the War Office, al- 
though they have not vet received ad- 
vices in regard to the day's events: 
are in high spirits. The Japanese, who 
have been continuously advancing for 
a week, are now said to be utterly ex- 
hausted after vesterday’s hard and un- 
successiul fighting, and no doubt ex- 
isis here that if the opportunity of- 
fers, Gen. Kouropatkin will not fail to 
follow up the advantage he has 
achieved. 


FROM PORT ARTHUR. 

[PY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P 

CHEFOO, Aug. 31, 11:30 p.m.—{De- 
layed in transmiassion.] Severe fighting 
oceurred at Port Arthur August 27, 
when the Japanese,’ moving from Shu- 
is hivine, attempted to capture Palune- 
shan, which is south of Shuishivying 
and west of the railroad. The Japa- 
nese made two assaults between 4 and 
5 o'clock in the morning. They were 
repulsed both times. A prisoner, sub- 
sequently taken, places their loss at 
1045 killed and wounded, For one hour 
after shells were thrown from Shuish!- 
ying into Port Arthur. 

The above information was brought 
here tonight by a Chinese who” speaks 
“excellent Russian and who was em- 
ployed at the police station in Port 
Arthur, which place he left in the 
evening of August 29. 

He adds that up to hig iii no 
further attack had been made by the 
Japanese upon Palungshan. He econ- 
firing previous reports that the Rus- 
fians had reoccupled Itzshan, where 
there has Been but Httle fighting re- 
cently. 

At 4:30 a.m., August 28, the Japa- 
nese attacked Fort No. 6, on the north- 
east portion of the right flank. This 
fort is a new and strong one. After 
three hours’ flerce firing, during which 
the Japanese endured a cross fire from 
Fort No. 
entering the fort. When the Russians 
were safely away from Fort No. 6 and 
the Japanese flag waved over it several 
forts concentrated thé@ir fire on it and 
the Japanese were compelled to retire.

ISHOP GRANT 
TO HIS PEOPLE. 


WORDS OF GOOD CHEER FOR AF- 
RICAN METHODISTS. 


Annual Conference Convened in 
This City Yesterday for Four-day 
Session—Bishop Lauds California 
as Logical Home for the Negro. 
Advancement of the Race. 


The annual conference of the African 
Methodist Church convened yesterday 
in the First A. M. E. Church, corner of 
Eighth street and Towne avenue. 
Bishop Grant is in charge and the 
conference will remain in session until 
over Sunday. 

The principal feature yesterday was 
the annual address of the bishop, who 
spoke earnestly of the advancement 
and increasing well-being of the colored 
race. He said in part: 

“The African M. E. Church was es- 
tablished in 1793, and in 1796 was incor- 
porated under the laws of the State of 
Pennsylvania, by Richard Allen and his 
condjutors. At that time, it was con- 
fined to Philadelphia, and up to the 
Civil War, we were ‘not permitted to 
operate éxcept in the States where 
slavery did not exist, and our member- 
ship was limited to about 50,000. 

“We have today a lay membership 
of nearly 800,000, 6400 traveling préach- 
ers, 6800 houses of worship and seven- 


teen institutions of learning, with a 
missionary department under whose 
management we raise annually, aside 


missions: a financial department that 
handles $62,560 annually for the general 
expenses of the connection; a publish- 
ing department, where we publish our 
books and periodicals and the oldest 
newspaper in the United States, publish- 
ed by the people with whom we have 
the honor to be tdentified; an educa- 
tional department, through which we 
raise annually more money for educa- 
tion than any government in the wortd, 
manned and controlled by men of our 
race; Sunday-schoo!l department, 


Where literature is published for the 
children of the church: a church-ex- 
tension department that has disbursed 
within the last twelve years, to assist 


over $200,000, which amount has been 
distributed among eleven hundred con- 
gregations; a young people's depart- 
ment, and a Preachers’ Aid Associa- 
tion. 

“I refer to these departmen({#’ as an 


ability that is never questioned by 
those who have acquainted themselves 
with the history of our great connec- 
tion, 

“We have graduates from almost ev- 


standing in the United States so that at 
present we have 28,000 persons teach- 
ing in the public schools of this coun- 
try, and many of them teaching chil- 
dren of both races; thousands in -the 
employ of the government, under the 
civil service rule, with a record in 
Washington, D. C., showing that 400 
Patents have been issued the Afro- 
American since the Civil War; over one 
thousand attorneys-at-law admitted to 
the American bar; over twelve hundred 
medical doctors practicing medicine, 
having been examined by the authori- 
ties of the States in which they prac- 
tice, and 760,000 farms operated. 

“What we most desire at this time, 
is that our enemies turn thetir--eyes 
from the lowest and meanest class 
among us, and place them upon the 
highest and best class, and decide 
whether or not we have made reason- 
able success. If we have measurably 
reached the expectation of our friends 
we pray that they may continue their 
support, influence and sympathy. 

“California is a great State and‘ af- 
fords opportunity for all who are hon- 
est and industrious and desirous of 
-nettering their condition and many of 
our best people from the Southern 
States are settling on her fertile platns. 
This “lass should be encouraged to 
come. 

“In this State we can earn a living 
at reasonable wages: the sachool fa- 
ellities are all we could desire: we 
can enjoy the right of franchise un- 
molested, and should we be so unfortu- 
nate as to Be brought before the civil 
courts. we can, at’ least, that 
justice will be meted out to al! aiike. 
So there is no need of any.man’s re- 
maining in any portion of the country 
where these rights and privileges are 
withheld. 

“(ome other thing, I desire to men- 
tion and [| shall have finished, and that 
is. We must insist GQpon a higher re- 
gard for the marriage vow.

F It is a plucky man or corporation 
that will go up against the Standard 
Oil Company, which is probably the 
most powerful corporation, financially, 


@in the world. Occasionally some one 


tries it, but the fight is usually ehort, 
sharp and decisive. The Standard has 


competitors down to a fine point. It 
is gradually creeping into the Califor- 
nia field. Following the lesson set by 
Aesop, in the fable of the camel, it 
first got its head into the tent, and soon 
followed'with its whole body. An ex- 
ample of the Standard’s tactics may 
be seen at present 
where Mr. Rockefeller’s company ia of- 
fering producers the munificent price 
of 11 2-3 cents a barrel for oil. 
Since then, it {s announced that the 
Standard has followed up its order to 
cut the price of Kern River oll to 11 2-3 
cents with another order not to buy at 
any price, although the company is 
said to have room for 300,000 barrels 
of oll In its completed reservoirs and 
another 500,000-barrel reservoir is al- 
most completed. Many of the com- 
panies in Ashe Kern River field are 
obieg to/ keep on pumping. by the 
‘terms of their leases, end others must 
pump to keep their land from being 
drained by the Associated. All of 
them are not prepared to store their 
oll, and unless they can dispose of their 
product to the Associated they will be 
bankrupt. 

One company in Southern California 
is putijng up a brave fight againet the 
giant corporation, and so far bas met 
with good success. This is the Puente 
Oil Company, one of the pioneer oil 
companies of California, with wells ia 
the Puente hills, and at Fullerton, 
within twenty miles of Los Angeles, 
and also a refinery at Chino, in Sana 
It is now making 
and marketing in local territory and 
in San Francisco high-grade distillate 
iiuminating oj! and gasoline. Its 
products find ready market on their 
merits, at the same price charged for 
similar goods by the Standard Oi! 
Company. It is gradually extending 
ite business and will establish selling 
agencies in all of the coast towns, as 
far north as Seattle and Tacoma, ship- 
ping to the north coast in returning 
lumber vessels. A five years’ contract 
between the Puente company and the 
Standard expired on April 1 last. 
Thereupon, the people began refining 
their own oil, Before the Puente com- 
pany began to refine, the price of oil 
to the retailer was 18 cents a gallon. 
A high price had to be paid by ell 
owners of the numerous gasoline en- 
gines that are so commonly used for 
pumping water and other purposes in 
this section. When the Puente began 
refining oil, it placed the price of en- 
gine distillate at less than half the fig- 
ure previously quoted. 

Both for the sake of eelf-interest and 
of local pride, Southern Californians 
should give their support to the local 
oil company.

Next Sunday will witness the ins 
tution in Lee Anges of a notable

Indian Schoo; Rev. E.\A. Antill, C.M., 
of St. Vincent's College; Rev. D. W. J. 
Murphy, pastor of the Church of the 
Blecsed Sacrament of Hollywood, and 
Rev. Thomas Fahey of St. Vibiana’s 
Cathedra] parish. 

These priests are authorized to make 
a thorough investigation of the church 
music and to select such as they con- 
sider available or appropriate for use 
in this diocese. The work of the com- 
mission is well. under way and\ they 
will have, when their work is com- 
pleted, a list of 1000 masses from 
which selections may be made. Their 
work involves a zreat deal of time and 
research; but it whl have the effect of 
elevating the tone of the church music 
tc the level desired by Pope Pius.

INJUNCTION VIOLATOR 


RESISTED AN OFFICER. 


‘Labor-unionist Taggs Arrested on 
Two Charges in San Bernardino 
and Bitter Fight Anticipated in 
Court—Discharged Santa Fe Em- 
pleyees Dig up the Required Bail. 


SAN BERNARDINO, Aug. 31.—Con- 


fusion was thrown into the 
ranks of the discharged  Sairta 
F¥ labor-union strikers late last 
night, when Sheriff Ralphs ar- 


rested Reuben Tages, charging him 
with resisting an cfficer and evading 
railroad fare. Taggs's arrest grew out 
of an assault which he made upon 
Deputy Sheriff Cummings some nights 
ago. The officer had found the youth 
concealed on an east-bound overiand, 
which the striker had boarded ag it 
errtered the local yard. The officer was 
leading Tages from the company‘s 
property when the prisoner suddenly 
kicked Cummings on. the stomach, 
and before the latter could defend him- 
self he was struck by the prisoner a 
scvere blow on the face. The officer 
then clubbed the striker into submis- 
sion, lacerating his sca:p. 

Previous experience had shown the 
company that the local township court 
favors the :oafing strikers, so it was 
decided net to appear aguinst Tages 
before Justice Thomas, in consequence 
cf which the charge against him was 
diemissed. Emboldened by this fact, 
‘luges and the gang of strikers made 
an effort to have Deputy Sheriff Cum- 
mings wrrested, but the District At- 
torney .wefused to stand for such A 
step. 

In explanation of Tages’ presence 
ou the overland, he and his parents 
declared he was trying to beat his 
Way to Needles. Later they denied 
this story, and now claim they are 
ecrtain Tages was not even on Santa 
Fé property when arrested. The war- 
rant for his arrest was issued by Jus- 
tice J. B. Hanna of Colton, who held 
him in $15 bail on the charge of evad- 
ing railroad fare, and $500 bai: was de- 
mjaanded on the charge of resisting an 
officer, bail in both instances being 
given by Louis Wolff, president of the 
loca] machinists’ lodge, and John H. 
Fopkins. The first.charge is to be heard 


before Justice Hanna tomorrow after- )

The case is to be bitterly fought by 
the machinists and the ratiroad, the 
fcormer realizing that if Taggs is con-

For does she not minister to 
the comfort and happiness of the home, 
bear and rear children, and discharge 
the manifold duties devolving upon her 
as wife, mother or both, and as gen- 
eral home maker? And since this is 
80, does she not render an equivalent 
in personal service or productive ef- 
fort for values received in the form of 
food, clothing, shelter, opportunities 
for pleasure, culture, ete?’ "’ 

“Don't know as 1 take to the way 
she has of putting it,”” confided a tired- 
looking woman in black, “but I'm moral 
certain I earn my keep. I raised nine 
children, an’ John drinking man.” 

“On a plan of just valuation of pro- 
ductive power and rightful appreciation 
of resultant products, we admit that 
the wife is entitled to due credit for all 
expenditure of vital energy in behalf 
of the home,” announced the owner of 
the dainty but emphatic forefinger. 

“Still we contend that, having stat- 
ed the economic relation of marriage to 
be a business partnership, the mem- 
bers comprising such a partnership are 
both equally responsible for their por- 
tions of labor and capital, unless oth- 
erwise stipulated in the bond. That 
is, unless it be expressly stated in a 
legal form of agreement that the wife 
refrain from all financial obligation. 
The interest of the concern is a com- 
munity interest, and as such the wife 
is equally liable with the husband for 
all necessary expense.” 

“Oh, of course. But it's been my 
observation that the husband isn't al- 
ways ‘equally 
murmured a spjnster with sour eyes.

MAINTAINING “BQUALITY.” 

“Furthermore’’—the lady in ecra was 
speaking again—‘‘in order to maiu‘aia 
a perfect basis of equality in the mar- 
riage partnership each must be ve 
sible for the maintenance and support 
of the other, and for the family or es- 
tablishment called home. 

“On a platform of mutual rig4ts and 
responsibilities in a conjugal state of 


equal share of profit and >of loss, 
neither the husband nor the wife can 
without violating the marriage con- 
tract, withhold support of one froin the 
other, unless that support has bi 
forfeited by criminal conduct. 

“If, on the one hand, the wife 


through illness or misfortune has been 
deprived of the means or power to prvo- 
vide the necessary service, care, com- 
fort, etc., the whole responsibility of 
support and tnaintenance of the home 
rests upon the husband alone. While 
on the other hand a like deprivation on 
the part of the husband imposes the 
same oDligation of absolute support 
upon the wife. 

‘Neither one, therefore, is exempt 
from rendering support, to the best of 
his or her ability, to the other—to the 
family, the home, or institution, which 
he or she has lawfully agreed to main- 
tain. 

“Each, finally, is entitled to demand 
support from the other: and hence we 
affirm that ‘the husband is entitled to 
demand support from the wife.’ ”’

THIS SEASON. 


NORTHERN PART OF TERRITORY 
HAS GREAT RAINS. 


Owners of Cattle and Sheep Go at 
a Bound from Poverty to Affluence. 
Chloride Railroad Washed Out from 
End to End—Flagstaff to Hold Wild 
West Carnival. 


SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES } 

PRESCOTT (Ariz.) Aug. %0.--The 
present season has been the wettest 
known in Northern Arizona for twenty 
yeurs, if not ever, and the clouds 
show few signs of iifting. The only 
sufferers have been the railroads, and 
‘ven they will profit-by the filling of 
the reservoirs that never have been 
filled before this year. That the Santa 
Fé management has already gotten 
trains through to the Coast after the 
washouts near Kingman_is considered 
little shert of miraculous. The water 
vent down the caflon below Kingman 
twenty feet deep. In several of the 
sulches along the railroad right of 
way, the racing water was as deep as 
the cross-arms of the telegraph poles. 
Stee] bridges were flung aside and 
even rock abutments, put in to last 
forever, crumbled away the tor- 
rents.

and fare worth $4 each. In the same 
len@th of time wool has raised from 12 
to 19 cents a pound. The regular 
spring round-up had been abandoned, 
owing to the drouth: Now the cowmen 
are getting parties together, in prepa- 
ration for a fail round-up of shipping 
cattle. 

A citizens’ committee has been In- 
vegtigating the actions ef C. C. Glass, 
supemntendent of the Prescott water 
System, charged with tampering with 
metefs and with favoritism in water 
distribution. The report exonerated 
Giass, but called attention to radical 
defects in the system of accounts and 
of reading meters, as well as glaring 
inequalities in the bilis for water fur- 
nished to patrons of the service. 

An expert has checked up the 
books of the defaulting under-sheriff, 
J. A. Sias, and has uncovered defalca- 
tions amounting to $1500,
